stantial encouragement. Tie company 
was formed about eight years ago, when 
a deal was made by which the contract 
then existing with ai eastern firm was 
dissolved, solel\ for the purpose of hav- 
ing the exclusive manufa(tu re continued 
by the promised Decatur company, but 
through some manipulation the Decatur 
enterprise fell through and because of a 
lack of energy the factory was never 
built. In consequence of tliHt deal, Mr. 
B. h s been out something like 830 000 
royalty in the eight }ears, and now that 
he has been discouraged by the 
indiffer- 


ence of Decatur CHpitil to take hold of 
the best thing m the factory line ever 
offered tli« eiU.and as stated the con- 
tract has b)en closed w ich the Yale peo- 
ple, Decat ir lo-3»s 'l valuable plant a 
chance oflVred to but few cities in any 
part of the conntr}. At no time did Mr. 
Bramble ask Decatur to give him a bonus 
to locate lh» proposed lo 'k factory in 
Ihiscit} 
All he asked wiw for Decatm 


parties to take stock in the enterprise, 
and give him such royalty on the sales as 
they thought just and that the enterprise 
should be known as the Bramble Lock 
Company.
